Tue Officer ia charge of the Marine Survey of India has given notice in reference to 
searches having been made of the position and existeuce of the undermentioned rocks lying 
in the fairway track through the Mergui Archipelago :— 


Peterson rock.—This rock, which dries at low-water spring tides, is described as a pinna- 
cle, lying one mile N,-W, of West Passage Island on the N.-E, side of Lord William Bentinck 
sland. 


Warning rock—Is situated in the same locality, but a little to the northward of Lord 
William Bentinck Island, and was found to lie half a mile east of its charted position ; there 
being no dangers off the east side of West Passage Island. 

Fly rock —A very dangerous rocky pinnacle about 30 feet in extent, with perpendicular 
sides, is swash at low-water spring tides ; but it seldom makes any ripple in the fine season. 
It lies with the following bearings and distances :— 


West extreme of Bushby Island . .. South, distant 6 miles. 
8.-E. point of Lord William Bentinck

Tue Officer ia charge of the Marine Survey of India has given notice -in reference to 
searches having been made of the position and existence of the undermentioned rocks lying 
in the fairway track through the Mergni Archipelago :— 

Peterson rock.—This rock, which drigs at low-water spring tides, is described as a pinna- 
cle, lying oue mile NV. W. of West Passage Island on the N, E. side of bord William Bentinck 
Island. : 

Warning rock—Is situated in the same locality, but a little to the northward of Lord 
William Bentinck Island, and was found to lie half a mile East of its charted position ; there 
being no dangers off the East side of West Passage Island. 

Fly rock —A very dangerous rozky pinnacle about 30 feet in extent, with perpendicular 
sides, is aw»sh at low-water spring tides ; but it seldom makes any ripple in the fine season. 
It lies with the following bearings and distances :—

Boyce shoal.—An unsuccessful searcl: was made for the reported danger stated to lie 
about 2 miles Kast of the main body of he Gregorys ; the existence of the shoal, therefore, 
must be considered very doubtful.
